To the inhabitants of the town of Meredith, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March, next, at nine ofthe clock, 
in the forenoou, to act upon the following subjects: 


1st. To bring in your ballots for town clerk, three select- 
men, town treasurer, two auditors, two tish and game war- 
dens, overseer of the poor, collector of taxes, three policemen, 
two measurers of wood and bark, and surveyors of lumber, 
truant officer, three road agents. 


2d To choose all other necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

3d To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools. 


4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairs of high ways and bridges. 


5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
town charges. 


6th. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
to defray the expenses on Decoration Day. 


“th. To see what sums of money thetown will vote to raise 
for use of Town Library. 


8th. To see what action you will take in relation to leasing 
Town Hall. 


9th. To see how much money you will vote to raise for 
support of Firemen and the protection of property against 
fire in Meredith Village Fire District. 


10. To see how much money, you will vote to raise to 


shingle north side of Town Hall building. 


11th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to rebuild bridge near Benjamin Batchelder’s, on Meredith 


Neck. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to cause to be posted on or before August 15th of each year, in 
four public places, ine Meredith, viz.: on Meredith Hill, at the 
Post Office in Meredith Centre, at the Post Office in Meredith 
Village, and on Meredith Neck, a complete list of Dogs licensed 
in the town, with owner’s name, sex of dog, amount paid and 


date of payment.

13th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to buy four oxen to work on road machines, and raise money 
for the same. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to use the money deposit- 
ed in Meredith Village Saving Bank towards paying the town 
expenses for the year ensuing. 


15th. To see if the town will vote to purchase one or more 
snow rollers and raise monev for the same. 


16th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to repair the highway from the main road to the farm of Mrs. 
E. B. Spear, on Meredith Neck.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

During the past year several changes and improvements 
have been madein the library. A larger and more convenient 
room with a better entrance had become an absolute necessity. 
This has been secured at no additional expense to the town. 
Prompted Ly interest in the welfare of the library the owners 
of the building made extensive and costly alterations, and 
have provided a large and well lighted apartment, finished in 
a mauner both tasteful and convenient, with a new entrance 
and stairway. 

Three hundred and six dollars having been received from 
the Chase Wiggin bequest, it was thought best to expend a 
portion of the money for new book-shelves and furniture. 
Several new cases were accordingly built in a thorough man- 
ner and with adjustable shelves, to avoid the crowding of 
books heretofore inevitable. New chairs were purchased and 
a large table for the use of patrons in consulting reference 
books. The Century Dictionary, the latest and best work of 
the kind, was added to the reference department. 

During the past summer an entertainment was given by 
the Ballard house guests and the proceeds were most generous- 
ly donated to the library. With this money a desk and chair 
- were bought for the librarian. 

-The regular appropriation has been expended for the usual 
running expenses and the purchase of new books. 

The supplement to the catulogue has been completed and 
is now for sale. This gives a complete list of books added to 
the library from 1892 to Feb. 1898. 

The number of volumes now in the library is 2605. Clas- 
sification as follows:
